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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): If entered, the 35 USC 112, 2nd Paragraph rejections of 
claims 37 & 38 would have been overcome, as well as the new matter based 112, 1st Paragraph based rejection of claim 34.. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicants' assertions (Response, 
page 5, 3rd paragraph) the proposed deletion of the new matter phrase, "wherein said color developer does not contribute oxygen to said 
reaction" has not taken place in independent claim 35 (and its dependent claims 36-38), so these claims remain rejected for reasons of 
record. However it is also noted that if this phrase were to be eliminated from claim 35 it would (unlike dependent claim 34 from which the 
phrase has also been cancelled in this amendment) activate the prior art rejection that was previously in the case, and thus claims 35-38 
would not be allowable on grounds of prior art. Also, the Examiner does not understand why the phrase, "and wherein said demarcation is 
of contrasting color to said support material" has been cancelled in claim 35, as it appears to be an essential characteristic of the 
invention. . 
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
